Dear Mr. Small: The One Hundreth row- 
ing of the Yale-Harvard Regatta took place 
on the Thames River in New London on June 


19th of this year. 


The Friends of Harvard Rowing and the 
Yale Crew Association made funds available 
to the Regatta Committee for the establish-. 
mént of the F. Valentine Chappell Memorial 
Trophy, to be awarded annually to the win- 
ner of the Junior Varsity Race. Harvard 
won the event this first year. The late. 


Mr. Chappell was a member of the Regatta 


Committee from 1899 through 1961, serving 
as Chairman from 1904 to 1909 and again 
from 1915 through 1940. From 1940 until. 
1961 he was honorary chairman of this clas- 
Sic event. The service and wisdom he gave 
to the Regatta is one of the brightest 


pages in the proud athletic history of 
both Yale and Harvard. 

To commemorate this milestone in the 
history of collegiate rowing, smal] 
bronze medallions of this trophy were 
presented by the Regatta Committee to 
each of the Yale and Harvard oarsmen who 
rowed in either the combination freshman, 
junior varsity or varsity race this year. 

It is the pleasure of the Committee to 
present a medallion to the New London 
Historical Society, in the hopes that it 
will be occasionally and appropriately 
displayed with similar memorabilia of 
the New London area.
